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expired.

I wanted to ask Delegate Gallagher whether it
was his intent to have the same limitation by this
amendment or not.

THE CHAIRMAN: Delegate Gallagher.

DELEGATE GALLAGHER: I think that Mrs. Koss's
point is well taken. The intent actually is that during
any four-year session of the General Assembly, that the
General Assembly be allowed to consider bills which the
governor has vetoed from one of its prior meetings,and not
that at the end of a four-year term that a new General
Assembly would pick up the vetoed bills from the end of
the fourth year.

I think that could be cured by adding language
where we say, or to the next regular session, and add, of
that General Assembly, or of the same General Assembly,
would provide therefore that there be no carry-over
the first year of a new General Assembly.

THE CHAIRMAN: Which of the two forms do you

suggest?

DELEGATE GALLAGHER: "Of the same General Assembly
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
